Gentlemen, 

I  Have  the  honour  to  present  the  third  interim  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District.  Attain  the  Ministry 
of  Health  have  suggested  that  reports  should  be  confined  to 
essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  Public  Health 
during-  the  year. 

SECTION  A.— GENERAL  SUMMARY. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  provision  of  health 
services  for  the  district. 

Excellent  progress  has  been  made  in  diphtheria  immunisation. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  five 
years  of  age  and  sixty-eight  per  cent,  of  those  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  of  age  had  been  protected  against  diphtheria. 

There  has  been  a  war-time  increase  of  scabies  but  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  institute  any  additional  measures  for  its  control 
apart  from  visits  to  the  homes  of  known  cases.

— The  Council  have  their  own  ambul¬ 
ance  and  full-time  driver. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  also  exist  with  the  adjoining 
Boroughs  of  Radcliffe  and  Prestwich. 

547  calls  for  accident  cases  and  private  removals  were 
received  during  the  year  compared  with  340  during  1940. 

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  connection  with  the  water  supply 
and  sewerage  system. 

A  detailed  statement  of  inspections  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  appended. 


SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 

Defects  which  have  been  found  or  notified  have  received 
attention.  Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  two  houses  under 
Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  which  deals  with  individual 
unfit  houses.  Six  houses  were  found  to  be  verminous  and  were 
disinfested.

OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Licences. — -The  following-  licences  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order  1936  and  1938  have

(b)  Dairies,  Milk  Shops. — There  are  55  milk  purveyors 
other  than  cow-keepers.  Regular  inspections  of  the 
premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

(c)  Farms.— There  are  18  dairy  farms  and  275  cows  in 
the  district.  All  the  farms  in  the  district  were 
inspected  monthly  with  a  view  to  cleanliness,  lime- 
washing  and  structural  condition.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  cows  and  the  milkers  was  also  watched, 
together  with  methods  for  sterilising  the  utensils, 
cooling,  bottling  and  sterilising  the  milk. 


(d)  Samples. 

(1)  For  tuberculous  milk — 29  samples — 3  contained 
tubercle  bacilli.

29  samples — 9  unsatisfactory. 

MEAT  SUPPLY. — All  local  slaughter-houses  ceased  to  be  used 
on  Sunday  midnight,  the  14th  January,  1910. 

Because  of  the  rationing,  the  meat  supply  and  distribution 
became  centralised  and  there  is  now  very  little  local  slaughtering. 
It  is  still  very  necessary  to  inspect  meat  coming  into  the  shops. 

23  lbs.  were  surrendered  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 
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SUSPECTED  FOOD  POISONING. — Three  cases  were  reported 
during-  the  year.  Each  case  was  investigated,  no  outbreak 
developed,  and  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  definite  cause  for 
these  isolated  cases. 

BAKEHOUSES,  FOOD  SHOPS,  FISH  FRYERS,  AND  MEAT 
SHOPS. — Routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  all  the  above 
premises  throughout  the  year.  A  detailed  statement  of  various 
foodstuffs  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  is  given  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  was  no  undue  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year. 

There  were  3  diphtheria  and  15  scarlet  fever  cases  during 
the  year,  compared  with  (5  diphtheria  and  6  scarlet  fever  cases  in 
the  previous  year. 

Five  cases  of  enteric  lever  occurred,  in  one  case  the  infection 
was  acquired  whilst  away  on  holiday  and  no  source  of  infection 
could  be  ascertained  in  respect  of  the  others.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. — The  scheme  was  described  in 
the  report  for  1940.  .  Excellent  progress  has  been  made  and  thanks 
are  due  to  the  Head  Teachers  in  the  district  for  their  valuable 
assistance. 

Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  ag-e  and 
sixty-eight  per  cent,  of  those  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age 
had  been  immunised  up  to  December  31st,  1941. 

At  the  time  of  this  report  these  figures  had  increased  to  sixty- 
eight  per  cent,  and  seventy-three  per  cent,  respectively.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  the  high  percentage  of  those  under  5  years  of 
age  who  have  been  protected  against  diphtheria.

Forces.  Several  names  were  notified  in  1941.

M,LK- — During  the  period  under  consideration  every  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  supervision  of  the  production  and  distribu¬ 
tion  of  milk  supply  of  the  district,  a  large  number  of  inspections 
being  carried  out  during  early  morning. 

29  Samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  20  of  which  proved  satisfactory,  in  one  instance  it 
was  necessary  to  warn  a  dairyman  with  reference  to  unsatisfactory 

samples. 

20  Samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  biological  examina¬ 
tion,  2  of  which  proved  positive  and  were  dealt  with  by  the 
appropriate  authority. 

DESIGNATED  MILK.— Nine  samples  of  milk  were  taken  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  from  farms  producing  Accredited 
Milk,  five  of  which  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and  three  the 
Coliform  test. 

The  nine  sapmles  were  also  submitted  for  biological  examina¬ 
tion,  one  of  which  proved  positive.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE.-Thc  subject  matter  of  this 
section  of  the  report  deals  with  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1942, 
as  distinct  from  the  rest  of  the  report  which  is  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1941. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  gradually  increased  during 
the  period  under  consideration,  this  increase  being  due  to  the 
National  Campaign  for  Salvage. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  before  the  public  eye  the 
importance  of  salvage,  and  1  feel  that  the  results  achieved  as 
shown  by  the  tables  are  satisfactory. 

The  Salvage  of  Waste  Materials  Order  with  regards  to  Waste 
Paper  was  a  means  of  increasing  the  weight  of  paper  collected  and 
only  in  a  few  instances  has  it  been  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  householders  to  the  requirements  of  the  Order. 
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The  appeal  for  Salvage  Stewards  did  not  meet  with  the  res¬ 
ponse  desired,  the  number  enrolled  to  date  being  86,  nevertheless 
those  who  have  taken  on  this  important  work  have  carried  it  out 
with  very  beneficial  results  and  to  them  thanks  are  due. 

Though,  I  have  said  earlier  in  the  report  that  the  results 
achieved  are  satisfactory  it  must  not  be  thought  that  I  am  satisfied 
altogether  as  with  some  materials  such  as  bones  there  is  room 
for  improvement.
